incline to the opinion that the court w 
lind that tho disaster to the Maine was 
caused by the explosion of a floating 
aub-marino mine under the port eide of 
tho chip forward. Opinions differ-as to 
whether the mine waa made of high ex- 
plosive?, such as wet and dry guncotton 
or ordinary gun powder. 


Opinions agree, not ouly as to the ex- 


istence of minea in the harbor, but alao 
that this one waa laid purposely near 
the buoy, where foreign vessels were di- 
rected to moor and was fired from an 
electric battery on shore. 


It is believed barely possible that tho 


explosion of the mine was the result of 
carelessness or ignorance of Spanish 
oth'cers in charge of the mine station 
keys, when testing the circuit, bet the 
latter supposition is not felt to be prob- 
able. It is further regarded aa settled j 
by the evidence before the court that thi 
port side of the hull forward waa com- 
pletely blown to pieces, and that the 
only explosion on the Maine, except of 
isolated caeca of fixed ammunition, was 
that of 2000 pounds of saluting powder, 
stored forward and of which no trace 
can be found.

quest immediately after the disaster of 
tho joint investigation was promptly 
refused at Washington, but tfter a 
cabinet consultation it waa agreed thai 
the Spaniards had a moral and inter- 
national right to discover the cause of 
the wreck for themselves if possible. 
Therefore, permission for an independ- 
ent examination was granted, on the 
ground, as understood here, that it conld 
not be refused to a friendly power in her 
own harbor. 


That the permission was not accorded 


nntil after the court of inquiry had 
finished ita work here and gone to Key 
West is regarded as significant. 
It 


opens a wide field for speculation. 


SQUIB assert that the court now hag no 


objection to a Spanish inquiry, for one 
of two reasons: the court has sufficient 
evidence already of a malice— evidence 
that cannot be controverted by the 
Spaniards— or, after a diligent search, 
the mystery remains as deep aa ever, 
and the court does not think that the 
Spanish will reach a conclusion where 
the Americana have failed. Of course, 
all this refers principally to inspection 
of parts of the ship other than the hall. 
Until the guns, decks, engines and de- 
bris of all kinds have been removed and 
the mud has been pumped from the hnll 
it cannot bo examined thoroughly by 
any one.

It was thus made a 
very good piece of road, and remained 
in fairly good condition. Recently some 
men with a big road plow, who were 
presumably drawing wages from tbe 
county, plowed np this road, breaking 
tbe hard earth into chunks considerably 
larger if not quite as hard as the cheek 
of tbe average politician, and left it in 
tbat condition. The road ia now unfit 
for nee. It ia ruined, far the present at 
least, for It cannot be put in as good 
condition aait wan at this time of year.

recently were rather severe, but aince I 
have eeen a good piece nf road ruined for 
no other purpose evidently than to get 
money out of the county treaeury; I 
have changed my mind. I know noth- 
ing about who is responsible for this

possible of the opportunity of drawing 
connty moony to pay for ruining the 
ro&di.

The aarest v-ay to determine 
ttie presence of the California disease, ia 
to examine the oldest miesiou vineyards 
in that part of the county and etate. 
If 


iheee vineyatde are etill living; there is 
no immediate dnnRer of tha death of the 
raisin vineyardfl. The miseitra vine ie 
the most easily killed of all the ^rapea 
hy tine disease, and diea from one to 
three years before the Muscat diea. 
These facts may aid you in determining 
the presence in that region of the Cali- 
fornia disease."

There 
are quite a number of timber claims in 
this part of the state which, together 
with the wine industry, would afford 
ample business to warrant the estab- 
lishment of a district court here.

:overnraent building, a bill calling for 
in appropriation for which is now he- 
ore congress. 


Tbe creation of the court would call 


or the appointment of a judge, another 
United States District Attorney, a mar- 
tial and a bailiff. The matter is m
